Htoryof IB-Dny Fitrlit, 

The story of tlie battle of Mukden 
Is the record or tlie greatest conflict in 
the history of war. In no other com- 
bat Is there u record of a million men 
and more being locked In mortal com- 
bat for eighteen consecutive days be- 
fore the defeated army was dislodged 
from its position. 

The battle extended nlong n front 
of eighty miles, through mountains, 
across frozen rivers, over broad plains. 
During many of tlie days tho snow 
was so Ml tiding- that the gunners sight- 
ed their artillery only by the roar of 
the guns in the opposing trenches. 

The battle 'which has resulted so dis- 
astrously to Russia was brought on by 
Ihe aggressive tactics of General Kur- 
opatkln's new nrmy commanders, Gen- 
oral LI tie vl tch. Just placed In command 
of the left wing, attempted to turn 
the think of Kurokl's army, Just as 
Giipenhcrg hml tried to turn the Jap- 
anese left at Hclkoutal lust month. * 

Llnevlteh f.iJIed just as Grlpenberg 
did.

A speedy 
return to European waters la Admiral 
Rojestvensky's best policy. 

The Russians are faring ill on both 
sea nnd hind. They will have to build 
more battleships before they enn von- 
turo to meet the Japanese on ilia 
ocean, They will have to put In the 
field many inore soldiers before they 
can cope with the Japs in ManchurJii. 
Considering the Ignominious tetnrn of 
the linltlc licet aud the retreat from 
the Shaklie, tlie Czur might well uiuLco 
up his mind that tills war Is one hi 
which Russia cannot bo victorious, 
and make peace on the best terms 
available.

and which he apparently enjoyed to the 
utmost, until 11:30 o'clock— all this left 
him unfatigued and fresh as ever the next 
day. Apparently tbeie is nothing that can 
make the President tired but the Senate, 




When the Presidential parly entered the 
Senate gallery for the Inauguration of the 
Yice-President the spectators were sur- 
prised to see Mrs. Roosevelt looking after 
her children herself. Tbe entire family 
was present and there was no maid or 
orderly to take charge of the little ones. 
Mrs. Roosevelt helped the boys off with 
coats, and every one knows that it is easier 
to skin ii coon than to get a small boy out 
of a reefer. She waited in the aisle until 
they were all seated and with an eye out 
for possible larking she had tbe little ones 
seated beside her. Qaentin, tbe youngest, 
eeemed deeply interested in a pair of new 
grey kid gloves which he donned for the 
occasion, though be occasionally cast an 
envious glance at the band of Theodore, 
Jr., one finger of which was tied up with 
a white rag. When his father entered tho 
Senate Quentin became interested and in a 
voice loud enough to be bead in tbe galler- 
ies nearby ho exclaimed, "Why there's 
papa!" Mrs. Roosevelt said something to 
him which silenced him and later when he 
became restless she was again mildly re- 
proving. As Boon as the President took 
his seat in the Senate he looked up to tbe 
gallery where his family sat and smiled to 
them and they waved and smiled back to 
him. When the ceremonies Were conclud- 
ed Mrs. Roosevelt put the children into 
their coats again, motioned them into the 
aisle, assembled them and ushered them 
out ahead of her, just as any obscure and 
unobserved mother does. The simplicity 
and lack of self-consciousness of the entire 
party constituted a picture not to be for- 
gotten, and as a lesson against race-suicide 
it may be doubted if even the President's 
speeches and letters on that subject have 
been more eloquent. In tho Senate and 
Diplomatic galleries there was probably 
not a half dozen mothers who would have 
undertaken to manage alone six children 
at a tedious ceremony, nor scarcely that 
many who would cot have been embar- 
rassed to appear with a child unaccompan- 
ied by a maid. Tbe simple motborliness 
of the first lady in the land was therefore 
most impressive, and the domesticity of 
the entire sceno made an appeal to every 
one present, irrespective of party or feeling 
toward the President.

Local Option Dill. 
Local option supporters are prepar- 
ing to make the tight of their lives this 
week, In behnlf of the local option bill 
which now lies on tho speaker's table 
In the house. It Is believed by those 
cntbtiBlnsts that the Intention of 
Speaker Sburtleff Is to refer the meas- 
ure to the UcenBo committee, in which 
event they will not expect to bear of 
it ngnln. Olllclnls of tbe Antl-Snloon 
league of Illinois ore nt the head of 
the local option crusade nuil they nrc 
open In their chnrgca of bml faith on 
tbe part of Speaker Sburtleff. While 
the speaker gave the Antl-Snlnon 
league oillclals natmrnncc early In the. 
session that their bill would receive 
fnlr treatment, It Is declared that the 
speaker proceed ed to "load" the license 
committee against them, with the ob- 
ject of smothering their measure, 

The local option bill wns read a first 
time In the bouse Inst Friday and wns 
immediately ordered to lie on tbe table. 
The reference to committee will he 
mnde this week, This bill Is the same 
one that pnsscd the sennte and is Iden- 
tical with Ihe measure drafted by the 
Antl-Saloon league, except that it has 
a referendum clause attached. While 
tbe league Is opposed to the refer- 
endum. It Is -willing to accept the bill 
In Its present form, and lake chances 
on having the referendum clause 
stricken out at some future general 
assembly. 

Sensational Accusations. 
Following the summary ousting of 
A, B. Hosletterns secretary of the 
Illinois Farmers' Institute, sensational- 
accusations have been made against 
membem of the board of directors' of 
the Institute and a bill has been Intro- 
duced In tbe legislature doing uway 
with the directors and providing for a 
superintendent of farmers* institutes, 
to be appointed by the governor, to 
tnke tbe place of the present board of 
directors. 

It Is intimated by Hostetter that 
some of the directors or the Institute 
have been using the organization, nntl 
through It tbe funds of the state, for 
personal gain. It develops that, sev- 
eral of these directors arc stockholders 
in a $1,000,000 corporation orgnnlzed 
under the taws of tho state of New 
York, and engaged In the manufacture 
of a bono fertiliser. A. P. Grout, 
of Winchester, 111., treasurer of tbe 
board of directors, is president of the 
big corporation^ nnd several of the 
directors have admitted holding stock 
in tbe concern. 

H optclns a Stockholder. 
In addition to the directors, O. G. 
nopklns, professor of agronomy In the 
TJnlrerslty of Illinois, Is a stockholder 
In the corporation, end so Is Dean 
Davenport of the university. It Is said 
that In bulletins sent out from the 
university and In lectures delivered be- 
fore various county Institutes over the 
state Professor Hopkins lias ex- 
patiated nt length on the value of 
phosphate an a fertilizer. While ad- 
mitting that other fertilizers are "Just 
an good" ns the one manufactured by 
his company, the difference in price 
between that sold by other companies 
and that of tbe New York corporation 
is said to be a large item, the com- 
pany In which Hopkins and tbe farm- 
ers' institute directors are interested 
selling Its product for less than half 
tho price nsked by other concerns, t 
[Onice for * Woman. 
Another charge made In this con- 
nection Is that tbe anxiety of the 
Farmers' Institute to get rid of lbs 
traveling libraries, which have been 
a feature of the Institute work In the 
past, la for the purpose of creating a 
state office for Mrs. James Frako of 
Chicago, president of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Women's clubs and wlfo of 
ono of the Institute directors. The di- 
rectors have already adopted a resolu- 
tion to turn over their libraries to the 
women's federation provided the leg- 
islature passes an act to create a state 
free library board, consisting of five 
members, two of whom shall be 
women ond receive a salary of $1,000 
a year, 

There will he no lnTet ligation of the 
rail roe da of Illinois, to ascertain 
■wfiiether these ■corporations have been 
paying taxes on nil their holdings. 
This Is the Judgment of persons who 
Baw Scooter Hartley's resolution fot 
an (investigation of the Terminal Hall- 
way Association of St. Louis referred 
to tbe senate committee on revenue last 
week. It Is not expected that the 
matter ever will be roported out. '

Thursday the committee on foreign re- 
lation*! by a strict party vote reported 
the amended Irenty ti» the Senate. All 
the members of the committee were jirw 
cnt and the vote was accorded nn fol- 
lows; For the treaty, Sena torn Culiom, 
Frye, Lodno, Clark nf Wyoming, Fora- 
fccr. Spootmr nnd Ivean; against the 
treaty, Senators Morgan, Bacon, Money, 
Clark of Montana autt McCreary. All 
the ii mo nd m cm* which were agreed upon 
prcvloiiflly nnd nn additional amendment 
altering the language of the second ar* 
tlclo of tho trenty were formally adapt- 
ed without division. The protest of Sen- 
ator Morgan and his Democratic col- 
leagues against further consideration of 
the treaty wan laid upon the table after 
a very sharp colloquy In which all of the 
members of the committee took part.
